— 
Progeny of Horses Turned Loose on 
the Trall In Early Days 
More than three thousar wild 
horses, in herds of from 30 to 100, are 
roaming over the hille and valleys in 
the interior of British Columbia, ac 
cording to a report brought to Pdmon- 
ton. by James Brac'ey, who with Gus- 
tav Rielmand, a veteran prospector 
and miner known throughout the bon- 
anza gold camps, has just returned 
from an extended exploration tour of 
the coast province, 

Indians and white prospectors and 
pack train freighters value these un- 
tamed animals more than high bred 
horses, said Mr, Bradley, They are 
the progeny cf horses turned loose on 
the trial by discouraged or dying men 
during the famous gold rush in the 
Cariboo country. Thousands of the 
verlest tenderfeet stampeded to the 
new fields in the early '60s. Most of 
them were incompetent, and, in fact, 
utterly helpless in that wilc country, 
and the horses either broke away or 
were abandoned when the fortune 
hunters gave up on the long trail.

STAGE ILLUSIONS. 


Not the Least of These Are the Ban- 
quets on the Boards. 

Nothing \s so deceptive as the stage 
meal, although the art of the property 
Man makes such repasts appear de- 
liciously appetizing. 

A favorite stage substitute for meat 
is sponge cake, which cut into the 
shape of cutlets or steaks and judi- 
clously browned with sauce, presents 
a most genuine appearance. The ad- | 
vantage of such material is that it is | 
easy for the actors to consume and 
does not present any difficulties to the | 
carver. | 

Cutlets composed of soft toast are | 
also popular in stage culinary circles, 
and when decorated with dainty papet | 
frills and parsley look quite the real , 
thing, | 

Do not let your mouth water at the 
sight of those dainty slices of ham re- | 
posing on lettuce leaves on the baron’s | 
festive board. Ham is invariably rep- | 
resented on the stage by strips of lino- | 


, leum, the reddish under side of which 


makes a convincing substitute for the 
real article. As to the surrounding let- 
tuce, that is generally represented by 
white leaves from the humble cab-. 
bage. 

The Jarger and more impressive the 
stage edible, the greater the fake. Huge 
pies which when cut produce a cloud 
of realistic steam are absolutely uneat- 
able. The crust fs merely colored pa- 
pier mache, which incloses a dish of 
hot water and sometimes a few boiled 
potatoes, which supply the necessary 
steam. The big sirloin of beef, which 
apparently weighs pounds, has about 
six ounces of eatable meat about it. 
The joint is a wooden affair, over 
which a few thin slices of genuine beef 
are placed, giving the impression of a | 
really fine piece of meat. | 

Were you to obtain a peep behind the 
scenes just before a banquet scene was 
to be staged you would find a number 
of stage hands busily slicing up toma- | 
toes and bananas. You would see those 
slices being laid out on plates sur- 
rounded with parsley or white cabbage 
leaves. Under the glare of the lime- 
light thfs dish assumes an astonishing 
Tesemblance to lobster salad, and in 
similar fashion sliced banana is a gen- | 
eral substitute for fish, entrees and_ 
hors d’oeuvre. 

One of.the most astonishing illusions | 
with regard to stage food, however, is | 
where soup is concerned. This is in- | 
variably sawdust, which when ladled 
out of a tureen has all the appearance | 
of a thick liquid. | 

No banquet would be complete with- 
out a turkey. A loaf of bread delicately 
browned and decorated with pegs cov- 
ered with browned dough, saves the 
management the expense of running up 
a poultry bill. Moreover, the come- 
dians can with comparative safety 
sling this asset to the feast about the 
stage without damage to life or prop- 
erty.—Philadelphia Ledger.

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THE HAREM SYSTEM 18 ROOTED 
IN LIVES OF PEOPLE. 


Mohammed's Daughter Was the One 
Who Introduced the Harem and 
the Veil Into Turkey on the Ground 
That a Woman Should See No 
Other Man Than Her Husband and 
Her Father. = 


_ What attracts the most attention of 
@ foreign traveler in Turkey is its 
po Like oer in an atmos- 
of secrecy and silence, these 
veiled phantoms arouse in the heart of 
e soanger feelings of pity and curi- 
esity. ot only the stories of the 
Arabian Nights, but the romantic 
ty that surrounds Oriental life, 
ve been the cause of the eagerness 
ef the western imagination to know 
something of the harem, that real 
home of Turkish women. 
According to Islam, the master of 
house alone can enter the harem; 


although Mahomet the Prophet did_ 


not give’ any definite prescription for 
» Saying, “A virtuous woman is 
the most precious thing in the uni- 
Verse, and as such she should be kept 
@at of the public curiosity.” His 
daughter, Fatima, wife of Ali, was 
more particular about it, and said, 
“The most virtuous woman is she who 
no man, and whom no man sees, 
except her husband and her father.” 
| It was the daughter of the Prophet, 
eccording te Ivan Narodny, whose 
tructive paper we quote, who intro- 
duced harems and veils for the Turk- 
fsh women; for she thought that the 
most perfect feminine virtue was that 
which was the least exposed to danger. 
On the other hand, she taught that 
woman should be as feminine and ro- 
mantic as possible by being out of the 
atmosphere of men. The absolute 
separation of sexes, the males being 
responsible for the social and the fe- 
males for the domestic duties, was a 
fundamental principle of the Islam 
religion 
“The girl’s seclusion in her father's 
house begins with the wearing of the 
veil,” writes the son of a former 
Turkish Cabinet Minister. ‘This hap- 
eas generally between the age of 
elve and thirteen, and then all com- 
radeship with her boy friends must 
cease, the veil being the visible sym- 
bol of the separation of the sexes. 
‘Ani this separation is complete in 
every detail. At Constantinople, in the 
trains, in the tramways,.in the sub- 
way from Galatea to Pera, in the sta- 
tions, as well as on the steamers that 
serve the country along the Bospho- 


ras, we find a curtain to separate the 


“beau sexe” from the other.”

Every Turkish home is divided into 
two distinct p.rts—the selamlik for 
the men, and the haremlik for the 
women. In aristocratic households 
the sclamlik and the haremlik form 
two independent sides of life, each 
containing a separate staff of servants, 
male for the selamlik and female for 
the haremlik. In the middle class 
this division is less strict. When the 
husband—be he merchant, clerk, or 
professional man —returns after his 
day’s work, he usually spends his 
evening in the selamik, where he is 


joined by the members of his family | 
and receive intimate friends even in 


the presence of his females. How- 
ever, in the poor families this almost 
wanishes; for there the husband and 

the feminine members of his family 
wmernilngle frecly during the entire 
ay. 

It is rare that a Turkish husband 
accompanies his wife in the street. 
6he usually goes alone, with her 
children, companion, or servant. A 
poor Turk is often an exception; but 
even he walks on the opposite side of 
the street. To a guest, especially to 
a strancer, a Turk will never speak of 
his wife or of his daughter, and con- 
siders it an insult if he should be 
asked about his wife’s health.

her name as much as possible. 
4f he is absolutely compelled to speak 


of her, he will make use of some evas- | 


five expression and say “our family,” 
or “our house”; but never “my wife.” 
It is natural that a Turkish woman 
under these conditions has remained 
a luxurious greenhouse plant, for 
whom there never was left any other 
aspiration than to please her hus- 
band. All her attention is confined to 
romantic subjects. That there could 
be other interests for women besides 
the family and romance remains in- 
conceivable t« her. Although she 
never has to think of earning her liv- 
ing, and even does not need to take 
care of the housekeeping, yet she 
shows hardly any interest in art or 
literature, and nothing to speak of in 
the social or political questions and 
general education in which her west- 
ern sisters are interested. She never 
wees in her husband a companion, but 
a master. The terms in which she 
addresses him are more respectful 
than tender. Of course, there are ex- 
ceptions when the wife is of royal 
blood, and the husband of inferior 
descent.

Drought about a deplorable marriage 
method in Turkey. When a girl has 
reached the age of maturity her par- 
ents and relatives begin to praise her 
beauty and virtues to the young men 


whom they wish to marry her. As,

Just inside the entrance of the 
church a Mohammedan Sheik is al- 
ways stationed, and he has with him 
a number of soldiers. Ordinarily his 
task is limited to collecting backshees 
from the traveler, but on feast days 
things become more strenuous and the 
guard is increased.

The importance of the sofa in mark- 
ing social distinctions in Germany 
always astonishes the stranger in the 
fatherland. Among Germans of the 
more comfortable class, those who live 
from generation to generation in the 
same house, every piece of furniture 
has its own history and makes its own 
associations; but it is always the sofa 
that is given the preminent place in a 
toom. B fore it usually stands a round 
or oval tabie. 

Should there be callers at the aver- 

German house, there ensues a 
certain dignified commotion. Should 
a caller, a woman of lower social 
standing thar the mistress of the 
house, arrive, she must take a chair, 
while the hostess sits alone on the 
sofa. Should the visitor be of higher 
degree, however, the matter will be 
otherwise decided, 

This method of distinction reaches 
its highest point when there is a tea 
party of Kaffecklatsch (coffee gossip) ; 
for then the oldest woman with the 
biggest title must sit on the sofa, and 
the next in rank occupies the place 
nearest her. 

As the proudest usually arrives lat- 
est, a general stir is likely to take 
place. For if the Frau Doktorin, the 
wife of a physician or scholar, is sit- 
ting on the sofs, she must vacate her 
position should a Frau _ Professorin 
appear. The Frau Majorin, or wife 
of a major, may be throughly enjoy- 
ing the seat of honor; but she must 
yield it without hesitation when the 
Frau Generalin comes in. The whole 
company rise in such an event to do 
honor to the distinguished guest, and 
there must necessarily follow a gen- 
eral readjustment of places.

The Chief of the Dominion Service 
Has Achieved Celebrity Since He 
Left the Ottawa Department and 
Became the Guardian of Visiting 
Royalty—Has Been Active Also In 
the Militia. 


Lieut.-Col. Arthur Perey Sherwood, 
now chief of the Dominion police, was 
formerly chief of police of Ottawa and 
was appointed to the latter post April 
6, 1879, the same day that Chief Lan- 

s Chief Sherwood acted 
as head of the Ottawa police force for 
three years. Under his regime the 
force consisted of 24 constables, a 
sergeant-major, two sergeants and a 
chief detective and an assistant. He 
resigned on October 7, 1882, to accept 


the position of chief of the Dominion 


police force. While in charge of the

many reforms and was a most ener- 
getic and competent official. 

He has been superintendent and 
commissioner of the Dominion force 
ever since and has charge in this ca- 
pacity of the secret service work of 
Canada. He was thanked by order in 
council in October, 1893, for work 
rendered in connection with the Behr- 
ing Sea arbitration and also specially 
mentioned by King George in con 
nection with the trip through Canada

F. W. Eva, chief of the grain Inspec- 
tion department, when asked regarding 
the relation of the system of mixing 
with the sample market, sald: “A sam- 
ple market would be of no value wicth- 
out the privilege of mixing. The two 
go hand in hand. {! believe that the 
elevator men, having the privilege of 
mixing, ca. pay a premium for the 
upper level ol the grade.”
